It) E ffect la V ery Serious In rn N a m b e! 
o f P la cet. 
Baltimore. Jan. 2.—The effect of the 
coal famine on the 4,000,000 inhabitants 
of Maryland, the D istrict of Columbia, 
V irginia and W est Virginia is told in 
dispatches to the Herald. 
Few towns 
are supplied with 
anthracite, and in 
many there is a shortage of all kinds 
of fuel. In the towns the residents sub­ 
stitu te wood for coal, but in the cities 
this has not been possible 
In some 
counties nothing but wood is used. 
In 
W est Virgiaia, owing to the wide dis­ 
tribution of coal miners, there is not 
like to be much distress. 
Although 
the Industries are suffering, W ashing­ 
ton and Baltimore are getting along 
with soft coal at advanced prices. The 
commerce of both Baltimore and Nor­ 
folk is suffering because of the short­ 
age.
